Great grandma who met Queen 
Mary celebrates 100th birthday

A GREAT-grandmother who once 
met Queen Mary when working as 
a scullery maid in a lady’s house¬ 
hold has celebrated her 100th 
birthday. 

Peggy Steele marked her mile¬ 
stone birthday at Ashlyn Care 
Home in Vicarage Wood, Harlow, 
on Sunday, September 2, along¬ 
side her family and friends. 

Peggy, who is mother to Peter, 
has two grandchildren and five 
great-grandchildren, grew up in 
an orphanage before being 
fostered by Emily and George 
White - who she considers to be 
her mum and dad. 

“I was born in a workhouse and 
I was brought up in an orphan¬ 
age,” said Peggy. 

“I went to some foster parents 
for nine years and to this day, 
those nine years were the best 
years of my life. 

“She was my mum - but when I 
was 141 left my foster mother. 

“I was dragged away from her - 
just like that. All I had was a little 
case. 

“Can you imagine leaving a 
mum, dad and three brothers 
[where I was] brought up as their 
sister?” 

Letter 

Peggy was taken back to her 
birth mother in London and in an 
attempt to get in touch with her 
foster parents wrote a letter - but 
having little money meant she 
was unable to post it herself. 

She continued: “I wrote a letter 
and I put on the envelope ‘Dear 
Postman, I have not got any 
money could you take this to my 
mum?’ - And it got there. 

“Whoever collected the letters 
read it and my [foster] mum got 
that letter. 

“She wrote and got in touch 
with my mother to try and get me 
back and try to adopt me, but she 
didn’t want to know.” 

Peggy, who had son Peter in

1940 with husband Jack, did later 
return to her Reading foster home 
when the World War Two bomb¬ 
ings began. 

“I was asked if I’ve got any¬ 
where to go and so I said I could go

to my mum,” Peggy continued. 

“They phoned up and my mum 
just said get her down here as 
soon as you can. 

“I spent the first six months of 
Peter’s life back in my old room. 
That was my childhood foster 
home. 

“All my bits and pieces were 
still there and they’d looked after 
them all for me.” 

Peggy’s first husband Jack sud¬ 
denly passed away, however she 
later re-married a man named 
Wally. 

During her time Peggy worked 
at the likes of a train station cafe 
through to office work at WHS- 
mith. 

Churchill 

However, it was her time work¬ 
ing at the house of a lady called 
Lady Lumsden that she will 
forever remember most, where 
Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill came for dinner. 

She also met Queen Mary - wife 
of George V. 

“I was told there was a job going 
at Lady Lumsden’s. I’d already 
met the Queen - I’d met her twice, 
the first time I was in service,” 
said Peggy 

“Queen Mary was [opening] 
this place and the workhouse I 
remember was vastly different. 

“I met her but I only got a nod 
because I was the scullery maid. 

“Next time I met this Lady 
Lumsden I went as a kitchen 
maid, I was only in there a week 


but Lady Lumsden - she was a 
wonderful person. 

“She really was lady, she was a 
sister to Queen Mary.” 

Peggy worked in the kitchen 
serving breakfast before working 
with silver, glass and china - 
sparking her love for a China tea 
cup. 

Staff knew that “special people” 
were coming when an additional 
butler and waitresses were 
employed and Peggy had to learn 
to curtsey. 

“I was 17 when I went there, 
they were good years,” she said. 

“She was a real lady and so was 
Queen Mary, she was very upright 
in her mind. 

“We never ever got up in the 
morning without a cup of tea. 

“Lady Lumsden came in at 6am 
in the morning and everybody, 
about four of us in one room, she 
brought everyone a cup of tea. 


“In the afternoon sometimes 
she would be out, so there 
wouldn’t be any lunch, but every¬ 
body was given two hours off in 
the afternoon to freshen them¬ 
selves up or rest their legs as she 
called it, and then we had dinner 
at night. 

“But I’ve never ever forgotten 
that, every morning we had that 
cup of tea at 6am.” 

Peggy’s time with Lady Lums¬ 
den was cut short after her birth 
mother got in touch to say she 
didn’t like her daughter working 
in a basement. 

She said: “It was through my 
mother that I left it. 

“She found out where I was 
working and she went there unbe¬ 
known to me. 

“Lady Lumsden said, ‘Peggy 
I’m awfully sorry, you are a good 
worker, you’ve learnt a lot, but I’m 
sorry you’ve got to go.’

“I said ‘why? What have I done?’ 
She said you’ve done nothing. 

“But you’re mother doesn’t like 
you working in a semi-basement 
so she told me you’ve got to go. 

“I went away from there -1 went 
just like that. 

“My foster mother was my 
mother. From that day - I never 
saw or heard from my [birth] 
mother again.” 

Peggy has spent a happy ten 
and a half years at Ashlyn Care 
Home and said the secret to a 
happy life is hard work. 

She would like to say a thank 
you to the staff at Ashyln’s espe¬ 
cially Sue, Julia, Jim, Matt and a 
big thank you to her son Peter. 

She celebrated her birthday 
with afternoon tea and cake 
joined by chairwoman of Harlow 
Council Councillor Maggie Hul- 
coop, live music and a visit from 
Pets As Therapy Dogs.

Long-serving councillor says he’s no longer wanted

A POPULAR Harlow Labour 
councillor has resigned after 
eight years - making a by-election 
highly likely. 

Former Councillor of the Bush 
Fair ward Ian Beckett announced 
his resignation on Monday 
(September 17) in a letter 
addressed to managing director of 
Harlow Council Brian Keane. 

The decision comes after Har¬ 
low Labour Party held a selection 
meeting to determine candidates 
for the local election next year. 

Mr Beckett was deselected fol¬ 
lowing the vote, with Jodi Dunne 
understood to be set to run as the 
candidate for the Bush Fair ward. 
During his time as a councillor, 
Mr Beckett has been Harlow 
Council’s mental health champi¬ 
on. 


He announced on Twitter that 
his last duty as chairman of Har¬ 
low’s Health and Wellbeing board 
was a visit to Aspire Support 
Learning (ASL) - a community 
interest company offering 
employment opportunities to 
young adults with learning and 
physical disabilities. 

Mr Beckett said he will con¬ 
tinue to support Harlow when the 
opportunity to do so arises. 

Selection 

His letter reads: “Yesterday 
(September 16) Harlow Labour 
Party held its selection meeting to 
determine its candidates for the 
local elections in May 2019. 

“The outcome was that Harlow 
Labour Party did not wish me to 
be their candidate in the Bush 
Fair Ward. The process was fair 
and democratic and I accept the 
result. 


“I have drawn, what I consider 
to be, a reasonable conclusion, 
that is that Harlow Labour Party 
has lost confidence in me, or at 
least decided it has greater con¬ 
fidence in someone else. 

“For that reason I consider my 
position untenable. 

“I would like to place on record 
my appreciation of all members of 
Harlow Council staff for the sup¬ 
port they have provided me with 
for almost eight years. 

“They are a credit to the council 
and to the town. 

“I am copying this to the Leader 
of the Council. I am also copying it 
to the local media to prevent any 
misinformation being communic¬ 
ated. 

“I do not intend to be drawn into 
debate about this with anyone. If 
asked for comment I will provide 
a copy of this letter. 

“I will continue to serve my 


friends, my neighbours, my 
immediate community and Har¬ 
low, in whatever way possible, 
when the opportunity arises, or 
when it needs to be created.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon paid 
tribute to Mr Beckett on Twitter, 
despite his Labour allegiances. 

He said: “I can’t believe this. 

Finest 

“I have huge political differ¬ 
ences with Labour Councillor Ian 
Beckett, but he is one of the finest 
councillors there is for his party 
and dedicated to Harlow com¬ 
munity. 

“Thank you Ian Beckett for tire¬ 
less service to Harlow.” 

A casual vacancy notice for the 
Bush Fair ward has since been 
published. 

And although a by-election is 
yet to be called, it is likely that 
will be the next step.

A NUMBER of estate roads with 
potholes in Harlow are to be fixed 
following concerns and frustra¬ 
tions from both drivers and cyc¬ 
lists. 

Essex County Council usually 
prioritises repairing main roads 
with potholes, although it is now 
turning its attention to a number 
of estate roads. 

Northbrooks, Maddox Road, 
Momples Road and Church Leys 


are the four set to see permanent 
repairs. 

The action comes following a 
meeting with Deputy Leader of 
Essex County Council and mem¬ 
ber for Highways, Councillor 
Kevin Bentley, who visited the 
problem roads alongside Leader 
of Harlow Council, Councillor 
Mark Ingall. 

Cllr Ingall said: “This week I 
was pleased to see in my inbox an 
email from Essex County Council 
confirming that four estate roads 
full of potholes will be perman¬ 


ently repaired. In August Cllr 
Bentley joined me on a tour of the 
town looking at some of the worse 
potholes on Harlow’s estate 
roads. 

Council 

“Currently the county council 
prioritises repairs to main roads 
and not estate roads.” 

Permanent repair work on 
Northbrooks began on September 
13. 

And repairs to potholes on Mad¬ 
dox Road and Momples Road were 


scheduled to have started during 
the week commencing September 
17. 

Work on Church Leys’ potholes 
is due to begin the week com¬ 
mencing September 25. 

All work is subject to weather 
conditions. 

“I would like to thank Cllr Bent¬ 
ley for coming to Harlow and 
listening to our concerns,” con¬ 
tinued Cllr Ingall. 

“I look forward to continuing 
working with him to ensure our 
town’s pothole repairs are pri¬ 


oritised. Although Harlow Coun¬ 
cil is not responsible for 
maintaining roads I am well 
aware of the problems and the 
frustrations of local drivers and 
cyclists about potholes. 

Promising 

“I’m under no illusions that 
there are more than these four 
estate roads which need repair¬ 
ing. But it is a promising start. 

“Recently a resident on Harlow 
Council’s Facebook page com¬ 
pared the look of the town’s 


potholes to that of dinosaurs 
stomping through the town with 
footprints all over the roads and 
cycle tracks. 

“I will continue to press the 
county council on behalf of our 
residents to ensure that the repair 
of potholes on all roads and estate 
roads are prioritised.” 

Residents have expressed their 
concerns about potholes before, 
with one Harlow great-grand¬ 
mother claiming that they are 
worse than the ones she has seen 
in Africa.

Cycle collection 
is museum star

ONE of the largest bicycle collections 
in the country is back on display at 
Harlow Museum due to popular 
demand - and it hopes to mark the 
start of creating a community 
museum. 

Harlow Museum and Walled Gar¬ 
dens has recently come under new 
management and welcomed back the 
historic John Collins cycle collection, 
which features some bikes that are 
more than 200 years old. 

Operations manager Sharon Davies 
said: “We’ve now got a new manage¬ 
ment team and a new team of trustees 
who’ve got a completely different out¬ 
look on how the museum needs to be 
managed. 

“Our aim now is to turn this into a 
community museum.” 

John Collins, who was born in Saw- 
bridgeworth, ran a family bicycle shop 
in Old Harlow and one of the most 
asked questions was when they will 
return. 

Question 

“When I took over a year ago that 
was really the main question - when 
are the bikes coming back?” continued 
Sharon. 

“We have an extensive collection of 
bikes and bicycle memorabilia.” 

From a five-seater police bike to the 
penny farthing, the collection covers a 
huge range of Harlow history. 

The Mark Hall bicycle museum 


opened initially in 1982, before being 
combined with the Roman collection 
from Passmores House, which Harlow 
Museum is also famous for. 

“It’s a unique collection - the only 
other cycle museum is the National 
Cycle Museum in Wales,” continued 
Sharon. 

“That’s the only other place you 
could go to see a collection as large as 
this. 

“It’s a chance for children to learn 
the history of bicycles, for example, we 
have the very first bicycle invented for 
women. 

“The penny farthings came first and 
as the girls had great big bussell’s on 
their skirts, couldn’t ride them, so 
they invented one for ladies. 

“Girls are really shocked about the 
fact that bicycles weren’t invented for 
them. 

“They expect equality all the way 
through life - and it didn’t work like 
that.” 

Alongside the bikes that have been 
restored and are now back on display, 
Harlow Museum has one of the largest 
Roman coin collections outside the 
British Museum and the remains of a 
Roman temple in its store. 

Sharon continued: “What we’re 
doing with the collections is we’re 
applying them to the school cur¬ 
riculum. 

“Currently we’re open to the public 
to view the collections on Tuesdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays. 

“And on Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Thursdays we’re open to schools only.

“So for those days we offer a full 
schools programme which is cur¬ 
riculum linked and that can be a class 
of anything up to 120 students in for a 
full day programme and learn 
everything from WW1, Romans, 
bicycles, technology, engineering, 
social history, especially the social his¬ 
tory of Harlow and all about the New 
Town. 

“We offer curriculum linked work¬ 
shops on weekends which match the 
local schools’ topics. 

“We consolidate the learning that 
they’re currently doing in schools.” 

Other projects happening also 
include a programme about local 
newspapers and a lottery funded pro¬ 
ject about World War One. 

“We’re also doing another lottery 
funding project that we’d like some 
help for regarding WWI,” continued 
Sharon. 

“It’s a project where there were 126 
fallen in WWI from Harlow. 

Looking 

“We’re looking at working with 126 
local children from Key Stage Two all 
the way up to Key Stage Five to write 
poetry regarding WWI. 

“They’ll go to the place where the 
fallen person lived, some of the places 
are still going to exist and some aren’t, 
and read a piece of poetry which we’re 
going to record and put on a YouTube 
channel. 

“We think it’s going to be quite 
poignant - they did something similar 
in Scotland. 

“We’re looking at lottery funding for 
that. 

“The other part of that project will 
be local schools will send in some of 
their gifted and talented students, or 
academically more able, and what we 
will do is help them put together an 
assembly that they then can go back 
and put on for their school. 

“I need some schools not only to take 
part in that, but also if they’d like it as 
a travelling outreach programme.” 

The museum team are keen to wel¬ 
come local groups to use its facilities, 
particularly the outside grounds, 
which is home to a former Gilbey’s gin 
distiller donated after the Harlow 
headquarters closed down. 

The gardens, which will host their 
first wedding reception next year, 



make for the perfect spot for family 
picnics, whereby its 40 benches have 
been repainted by leader of Harlow 
Alliance Party Nich Taylor. 

Sharon continued: “For next year, 
I’d like to have some groups set up to 
come down and make jam here. 

“They used to do it in the past, and 
we’ve still got the most amazing rasp¬ 
berries and blackberries that people 
need to come down and just start col¬ 
lecting.” 

Jamborees 

“We also do badges for the brownies 
and the guides for those in the evening 
and we can even do jamborees in the 
garden if they want to do a sleep- 
over.”

IT’S definitely not just geeks who 
go to model and gaming shops. 

The people who go into Mar¬ 
quee Models range from age eight 
to 80 and go there for many dif¬ 
ferent reasons. 

They might be model builders, 
board gamers, card collectors, 
Scalextric fans or may just want a 
tin of paint for a garden gnome. 

The one thing they won’t find 
there is anything electrical - 
owner Keith Hornsblow only sells 
non-electrical goods in his shop. 

Many of the best independent 
shops are started by people with a 
genuine passion for what they are 
selling - and Keith is a great 
example. 

He loved models and games 
from a very young age but started 
taking it seriously when he went 
to the Model Engineers Exhib¬ 
ition with his father. “I just saw all 
these grown-ups looking at toy 
soldiers and that was that,” he 
said. 

It started his interest in war 
gaming and later Warhammer, 
and he also knew early on that 
this was what he wanted to do as a 
job. 

Keith started out his career 


working for another model shop, 
and when he got made redundant 
in 1993 he decided to branch out 
and open his own shop. 

“I was only 26 at the time and it 
felt like a risk at the time, very 
much so,” he remembered. “I just 
decided to go for it.” 

The first Marquee Models was 
in Hertford and Keith started out 
selling mostly model kits and 
accessories, such as Hornby, 
Scalextric and Warhammer. He 
opened a second store in The Har¬ 
vey Centre in Harlow in 1997 and 
later closed the Hertford store to 
concentrate entirely on the cur¬ 
rent branch. 

Over the years the shop has had 
to constantly evolve to keep up 
with the times and the changing 
focus of hobbyists. Half of the 
shop floor of Marquee Models is 


now devoted to board games, 
which has enjoyed a massive 
resurgence over the last ten 
years. 

This is not the likes of Mono¬ 
poly and Scrabble but hugely pop¬ 
ular niche games like Carcusson, 
Settlers of Catan and Ticket to 
Ride. 

They also do a roaring trade in 
collectible cards for games like 
Pokemon, Magic and Yu-Gi-Oh! 

“Things have changed a lot in 
the last 20 years,” Keith admitted, 
“We cater for a lot of different 
interests. Our customers are still 
predominantly male but that is 
changing. I think TV shows like 
Stranger Things and The Big 
Bang Theory have made these 
things more acceptable and 
accessible. 

“Families come into the store

There are special events and 
tournaments held regularly 
inside the popular store 


all the time and they’re looking 
for new board games to play 
together.” 

Keith is delighted that Marquee 
Models has helped turn these hob¬ 
bies into a social occasion with 
regular gaming nights, Pokemon 
league and Yu-Gi-Oh! tourna¬ 
ments. They also hold painting 
classes for gaming figures. 

These are interesting times for 
the retail sector, and competition 
from the internet has affected 
Marquee Models just like every¬ 
one else, but Keith is keeping it at 
bay with the faultless customer 
service, social events and expert¬ 
ise of his team. 

“We do have a lot of knowledge 
in the shop,” he said. “I know a lot 
about war gaming and some of the 
others know a lot about card 
games. Our customers do not just 
come in and buy something 
quickly off the shelf. 

“I like to think we back it up 
with fantastic customer service. 


“We like helping people and 
talking to them. I love it, we have 
great conversations and find out 
what everyone is into. 

“Some of our customers started 
coming here when they were nine 
or 10 and they’re now 18 and have 
made friends through the shop. 
It’s a great community place.” 

Expensive 

The broad range of products in 
the store helps too. Items range 
from an accessory or starter kit 
for a few pounds to top-of-the 
range board games and models. 
The most expensive item in the 
shop right now is build your own 
Millennium Falcon kit which has 
904 parts and comes in at £275. 
Some of the pricier board games 
include Gloom House and Thultu 
Wars, both of which will set you 
back £165. 

“We’ve had people come in and 
spend £600 on huge model pro¬ 
jects,” Keith said. “Another man I 


remember had just found out his 
wife was expecting a boy and he 
immediately came in to buy a 
huge Scalextric - months before 
the baby was born. 

“One of the best things is that 
everyone who comes in here is 
passionate about what they do,” 
Keith said. “I learn something 
new every day about a game or a 
model. Sometimes people bring a 
new game that we’ve never heard 
of to one of our gaming nights and 
everyone loves it so much that I 
end up stocking it in the shop. 

“It’s certainly not just ‘geeks’ 
that come in here - what is a geek 
anyway? You might love board 
games or modelling or Star Wars 
or Game of Thrones. It’s just nice 
that our customers are passionate 
about something and they enjoy 
what they are doing. If we can 
help people out with that and all 
have fun at the same time, then I 
think we’re doing something 
right.”

Fundraising’s a 
boost to breast 


cancer charity

A FUNDRAISING event in 
memory of Cuffley cancer victim 
Lucy-Jane Tammadge has raised 
more money for vital research in 
hope of preventing another family 
go through the “total devastation” 
they have. 

The family of Lucy-Jane raised 
£1,000 with their latest fundraiser 
in Harlow at the weekend - adding 
to their £40,000 total for Breast 
Cancer Now. 

Lucy-Jane passed away aged 37 
in May 2015 having been dia¬ 
gnosed with breast cancer 18 
months prior. 

Celebrity medium TG Higgs 
hosted the charity event at the 
Great Parndon Community 
Centre on Saturday (September 1) 
and it included psychic readings, 
mediums, tarots, crystals and 
more. 

Her dad Steve Tammadge, 65, 
said: “The event was a success. 

“The mediums and healers 


were kept busy and the various 
stalls also attracted interest. 

“The raffle was a must do with 
the main prize of a personal read¬ 
ing being generously donated by 
TJ Higgs herself.” 

Other prizes included a meal 
for two at The Sun in Nazeing. 

“TJ Higgs deserves all the 
praise we can give her for this and 
other charity work she does,” con¬ 
tinued Mr Tammadge. 

“The very next day after our 
Lucy Day, Tracy was walking for 
Alzheimer’s and in December she 
has another charity event at Great 
Pardon Community Centre.” 

Since Lucy-Jane’s passing her 
family have been endlessly fun¬ 
draising for Breast Cancer Now - 
a charity aiming to have the last 
person die from breast cancer by 
2050. 

Mr Tammadge said: “Research 
costs a lot of course - researchers 
alone justify above average salar¬ 
ies due to the many years of learn¬ 
ing when they are paid very 
little. 


“Modern laboratories and up to 
date equipment also do not come 
cheap. 

“But this is all very necessary if 
we are to crack the elusive goal of 
a cure for cancer or better still 
prevention. 

Family 

“That is prevention of total fam¬ 
ily devastation. 

“It is a life sentence when you 
lose a child, no matter how old 
they are. 

“You would do anything to 
change it. Raising funds for 
research in Lucy-Jane’s name is a 
way of fighting back. 

“Keeping Lucy-Jane’s name 
going and giving cancer a bloody 
nose helps just a little. 

“Hopefully it will one day help 
other families a lot.” 

Lucy-Jane’s dad is trying to 
highlight the importance of genet¬ 
ics and how important it is for 
people to find out whether they 
carry a cancerous gene, in par¬ 
ticular BRCA, a hereditary can¬ 



cerous gene which when not 
functioning correctly, increases 
the chances of breast cancer. 

Lucy-Jane was told that the 
lump she presented with at her 
GP in 2013 was a cyst. 

“They were not asking the 
appropriate questions about fam¬ 
ily history in my opinion,” said 
Mr Tammadge. 

“It was only after Lucy-Jane 
was diagnosed with BRCA that 
she was sent to the genetics clinic. 
This was six months after she 
first presented with a lump and 


was told it was just a cyst. 

“The point is that if the gene 
clinic had been consulted earlier 
based on the combination of lump 
and family history an earlier dia¬ 
gnosis, and treatment, would have 
been likely. 

“Since I have been involuntar¬ 
ily involved I have learnt that we 
still have great deal to learn - 
particularly in the area of genet¬ 
ics. It has been known since the 
mid 90’s that the BRCA gene is 
hereditary and increases the 
chances of getting cancer by at 


least 15 times. 

“But should someone with the 
BRCA defect give blood or be an 
organ donor? 

“The last thing we want to do is 
help the dreaded disease to spread 
its tentacles wider.” 

He also suggests that those who 
test positive for the gene and have 
hopes of starting a family perhaps 
consider alternative options to 
naturally conceiving in order to 
not pass the gene on.

TWO Harlow parks, one of which 
is termed a “jewel in our crown”, 
are in the running to be crowned 
the UK’s favourite. 

Harlow Council is encouraging 
residents to show their love for 
Harlow Town Park and Parndon 
Wood Nature Reserve by backing 
them both for a national Green 
Flag People’s Choice Award.

Health site fails 
the disabled 

SO NOW we have plans to 
replace Princess Alexandra, 
preferably on one of two out 
of town or out of the way 
sites.

The inaccessibility of the 
proposed sites to pedestrians 
and the disabled is not to be 
considered. 

The perfectly accessible 
and central current site is 
ideal for luxury flats, new

THE short answer is No!! 
Harlow is similar to other 
areas in Essex in 
experiencing an increasing 
number of ASB incidents 
being reported. ASB is a 
complex issue involving a 
wide range of unacceptable 
activity that causes harm to 
an individual, to their 
community or to their 
environment. 

The police, Council and 
other community safety 
partner agencies all have a 
responsibility to deal with 
ASB and to help people who 
are suffering from it. HAP are 
pleased to note that Essex 
Police have recently been 
given additional funding for 
extra police officers, some of 
which we hope to see on the 
beat in Harlow. This together 
with a push to recruit local 
active citizen volunteers will 
increase the chance of 
detection. This in turn 
should deter those causing 
offence and the use of social 
media is helping to advertise 
the fact that offenders are 
being dealt with. Harlow 
Council have numerous 
powers to deal with 
offenders, whether it 
involves their tenants or not. 
Staff need sufficient 
resources’ to use these 
powers and Councillors must 
ensure that these are made 
available whilst continuing 
to seek a commitment from 
Central Government to 
increase funding for projects 
to tackle this issue. 

However, The Harlow 
Alliance Party (HAP) believe 
that more action is needed 
to stop anti-social behaviour 
from taking place, rather 
than dealing with it's 
consequences. Such action

includes working with young 
people and parents or 
guardians, providing 
behaviour parental training 
(BPT) or parent management 
training. These focus on 
changing how parents 
interact with their children 
and equips them with ways 
to recognise and change 
their child's maladaptive 
behaviour in a variety of 
situations. BPT assumes that 
individuals are exposed to 
reinforcements and 
punishments daily and that 
anti-social behaviour, which 
can be learned, is a result of 
these reinforcements and 
punishments. Since certain 
types of interactions 
between parents and 
children may reinforce a 
child's anti-social behaviour, 
the aim of BPT is to teach 
the parent effective skills to 
better manage and 
communicate with their 


child. This is found to be 
most effective for children 
under the age of 12. With 
older individuals it is 
important to work with 
Higher Schools and Colleges 
in projects to involve 
students in educating their 
peers and working for the 
community rather than 
against it. Harlow Council's 
Community Safety Team 
should play a bigger part in 
working with schools and 
local youth organisations. It 
already works closely with 
the police and should work 
in partnership with local 
business. This could be in 
the form of sponsorships for 
local young people to earn 
financial support for their 
organisation by conducting 
community projects to 
improve the area they live in 
and have pride of ownership 
to keep the area free from 
ASB. 


IF the incidents of anti-social 
behaviour (ASB) investigated 
in Harlow for luly 2018 were 
350* and in Aug 2018 were 
285* there are early 
indications that the presence 
of Councillor Tony Edwards 
and other Labour members 
with their petition in the 
Town Centre may have had 
an effect. Essex Police 
adjusted their priorities by 
increasing visibility to reduce 
crime and ASB in the Town 
Centre. 

Victims of ASB suffer 
distress and can be left 
feeling powerless, 
particularly vulnerable 
children and adults. Shop 
keepers lose trade and 
victims lose their sense of 
security; the process to 
address ASB can take time 
when diaries have to be kept 
of incidents in order to build 
a case to obtain a Civil 
Order. This type of low-level 
behaviour can be a ‘gateway’ 
to more serious offending 
particularly if the incidents 
have not been properly 
addressed, giving the 
impression the perpetrator 
has got away with the 
behaviour which gives them 
permission to continue. An 
acceptance of this type of 
behaviour can also mean 
other crimes go unreported 
i.e. public order, drunk and

disorderly, drugs and 
violence. 

The Community Safety 
Partnership incorporates 
Harlow District Council who 
have both Community Safety 
Rangers and Community 
Officers to protect public 
areas, residents and where 
possible, resolve problems. 
This also includes issues 
around the environment 
such as noise, litter, fly 
tipping etc, incidents can be 
reported on Harlow District 
Council’s website.

Overall, we are at the early 
stages to fully answer 
whether enough is being 
done to address ASB. Harlow 
Police have suffered from 
cuts in recent years, Police 
Officer recruitment and 
retention are pivotal to 
making our Town safe. The 
last month statistics 
demonstrate we are heading 
in the right direction and 
need to continue to do so.

Teenager is thrilled at opportunity to 
learn performance skills at academy 



SIXTEEN-year-old Jessica 
Protheroe-Jones from 
Cheshunt until recently 
attended Goffs Academy, but 
will be taking up her place at 
PQA Studios London in 
September after wowing 
judges at her audition earlier 
this year.

Parking fee 
at hospitals 
is a social 
injustice 


A PETITION calling for an 
immediate end to parking 
charges at all NHS hospitals 
was hand delivered to 
Number 10 Downing Street 
this morning by Harlow MP, 
Robert Halfon, Howard Cox, 
Founder of FairFuel UK, Kate 
Fee, Chief Executive of CFIC 
Sargent, and Peter McCabe, 
Chief Executive of Headway. 

Hospital car parking 
charges affect the vulnerable, 
visitors of ill relatives and 
hardworking NHS staff. The 
fees are a major cause of 
social injustice. 


In 2014, the Government 
introduced guidance 
suggesting free or reduced 
parking should be available 
for staff, blue badge holders 
and visitors of gravely ill 
relatives. Since then, 47% of 
hospitals have increased 
their hourly parking charges 
and almost half still charge 
blue badge holders. 

Robert Halfon MP, who 
has been campaigning for 
four years on this issue, said: 

“Hospital car parking 
charges are a stealth tax on 
the sick, a stealth tax on the

Common room is saved due 
to pressure from residents 


EFDERFY residents of 
Netteswellbury Farm in Bush 
Fair will continue to have 
use of their valued common 
room. 

In late July residents raised 
concerns about a proposal to 
allow Harlow Educational 
Consortium to lease their 
common room as part of the 
new lease on the Harlow 
Study Centre, Monk’s Barn 
and Day Barn complex. 

They were deeply 
concerned that they would 
have reduced access to a 
facility that they have 
enjoyed for many years and 
which is vital to their 
residential community. 

One of the residents said, 
“Although the common 
room is only booked for a 
few sessions each week, it’s 
actually used very often, with 
residents just dropping in to 
meet up and have a cup of 
tea.” 

Immediately these 


determined elderly residents 
got together to protest the 
change of use, contacting the 
header of Harlow Council 
Mark Ingall to ask for 
support. 

Following a meeting with 
residents, (Tuesday 5 
September), Cllr Mark Ingall 
said, “The tenants of this 
housing scheme were told 
when they moved into their 
homes to treat the common 
room as an extension of their 
living rooms, to entertain 
their families and to have 
informal get-togethers. 

“This has been their 
custom and practice for 
many years, and as such it 
has served as an important 
part of their community. As 
the leader of a Fabour 
Council, I could not 
countenance taking this 
facility away from them, and 
so I am delighted to say that 
any plans to include the 
common room in a new 


lease for the Study Centre 
have been shelved - 
permanently.” 

“The elderly citizens of 
Harlow moved here in the 
early days of the New Town 
project, bravely setting about 
developing the town and 
creating new communities. 
This town owes them a debt 
of gratitude and they deserve 
to retire in peace and 
dignity.” 

Cllr Ian Beckett 
accompanied Cllr Ingall to 
share the good news with 
Netteswellbury Farm 
residents, saying, “As well as 
being able to put their minds 
at rest we have now 
established a regular 
meeting with the residents to 
listen to concerns and where 
possible nip them in the 
bud. This is part of our on¬ 
going commitment to 
working closely with our 
many communities across 
Harlow”.

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The Iron Curtain meant 
people in West Berlin 
were facing starvation 
in 1948. MARION 
mcmullen looks at 
the audacious Allied 
relief operation that 
saved more than 
two million lives 

S OME 7,000 tons of food 
supplies and petrol were 
airlifted into West Berlin by 
British and American aircraft 
in a single day 70 years ago 
on September 18. 

It was part of a massive crisis 
response in defiance of a three- 
month Russian blockade and 
provided much-needed aid to the 
stricken city. 

West Berlin Mayor Ernst Reuter 
had pleaded earlier in September: 
"People of this world look upon this 
city and see that you should not and 
cannot abandon this city and this 
people." 

British Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill had warned two years 
earlier of an "Iron curtain" 
descending across Europe and 
splitting east from west. 

By April, 1948, his sombre 
prophecy appeared to have become 
reality. A monetary crisis in East 
Germany led to a Russian blockade 
of traffic into West Berlin. 

Russia, angry at what they believed 
was a Western plot to take control of 
Germany, decided to make the first 
move and isolated West Berlin from 
the outside world. 

Goods and food were not allowed 
to enter the city... not even from 
Soviet controlled East Berlin. 

The Red Army also took control of 
road and rail links and a major 
international crisis began to develop. 
Telephone lines were cut and water 
supplies blocked. 

The three powers in official control 
of Berlin, America, France and the 
UK, decided the only way forward 
was to airlift food and medical 
supplies into the isolated city and the 
Allied airlift was codenamed 
Operation Vittles. 

American Air Force General Curtis 
LeMay oversaw the operation and 
declared: "We can haul anything" 
when asked about the feasibility of 
an airlift and if the planes could haul 
coal. 

The airlift was even nicknamed The 
LeMay Coal and Feed Delivery 
Service in the early days. 

Around 2,500 tons had to be 
dropped daily just to provide the 
minimum amount of food necessary 
and hundreds of planes began taking 
off from airbases in West Germany, 
such as Hanover, to help the besieged 
city and circumvent the Russian 
blockade. 

The rate at which the aircraft were 
reloaded and prepared ready for their 
next sortie was incredible taking only 
a matter of minutes. 

The Allied powers' response to the 
Russian blockade was in essence 
simple yet in practice extremely

complicated and involved 
hundreds of aircraft from the RAF 
and the USAF. 

Their cargo was largely food 
but also included medical 
supplies, candles, blankets and 
i coal. In fact, anything and 
I everything necessary to keep 
West Berlin from collapsing. 
At its height, it was estimated 
a cargo plane was landing in 
Berlin every minute and 
being unloaded in under 
six minutes and pilots from 
Australia, Canada, South 
Africa and New Zealand 
flew alongside the British 
and Americans. 


The Russians had blockaded the 
roads and rail lines but could not 
stop the aircraft. To do so involved 
too great a risk of blundering into 
war. So the planes got through and 
West Berlin was kept from starvation. 

The Russian press mocked the 
airlift saying it would quickly fail 
- instead a total of 277,804 Allied 
flights carrying more than two 
million tonnes of supplies made it 
through. 

Some of the more unusual cargo 
items included two million seedlings 
to replace city trees lost during the 
war and giant rolls of newsprint for 
the local papers. 

The blockade lasted until May 12, 
1949, when routes into West Berlin 
were finally re-opened by Russian 
leader Joseph Stalin, but the Allied 
airlift continued until September 30 
to make sure more than two million 
people in the city continued to 
receive sufficient supplies. 

At its busiest, 1,440 planes a day 
landed in Berlin. The planes and 
their pilots became affectionately 
known by West Berliners as "candy 
bombers” as they delivered their vital 
supplies. 

The Berlin Airlift itself cost Britain 
£17m and America $350m. 

General LeMay, the youngest 
general to be awarded a fourth 
military star, later said: "I don't mind 
being called tough, since I find in this 
racket it's the tough guys who lead 
the survivors.”

A SIMPLE FAVOUR (15) ★★★★★ 


A SINGLE mother and food blogger turns 
amateur sleuth to unravel the mystery of her 
best friend’s disappearance in the sinfully 
entertaining comedy thriller, A Simple Favour. 

Paul Feig, director of Bridesmaids, The Heat 
and Spy, blends a fruity cocktail of Hitchcockian 
whodunnit and gnarly black comedy, garnished 
with generous twists of spite and betrayal. 

Think Gone Girl with killer one-liners and 
perfectly shaken martinis and you’ll be close to 
the lip-smacking delights of a battle of the sexes 
in small town suburbia, adapted for the screen 
by Jessica Sharzer from Darcey Bell’s novel. 

Pitch Perfect powerhouse Anna Kendrick 
captures the tics and tenacity of her socially 
awkward homebody, whose well-ordered 
routine is thrown into disarray when the most 
glamorous woman in town vanishes without 
trace. 

She contrasts sharply with Blake Lively’s lost 
matriarch, who makes her entrance in lustrous 
slow motion, strutting elegantly beneath an 
umbrella during a torrential downpour dressed 
in a pinstripe trouser suit. 

Sharzer’s script is pleasingly self-aware as it 
references classic thrillers to keep us guessing as 
to the spouse’s whereabouts. 

“Are you trying to Diabolique me?” Kendrick’s 
heroine asks the missing best friend’s husband, 
referring to Henri-Georges Clouzot’s 1955 
thriller in which a scheming wife and mistress 
conspire to kill a cheating husband. 

Thirtysomething widow Stephanie Smothers 
(Kendrick) is devoted to her young son Miles 
(Joshua Satine) and she enthusiastically 
volunteers for every after-school activity. 

One day, Miles pleads with his mother to 
invite best friend Nicky (Ian Ho) over for dinner. 

Nicky’s mother turns out to be impossibly 
glamorous PR director Emily Nelson (Lively), 
who masterminds global campaigns for self- 
absorbed fashion designer, Dennis Nylon 
(Rupert Friend). 

Emily takes a radically different approach to 
parenting and she shocks Stephanie by telling 
Nicky that it isn’t convenient to spend the 
afternoon with Miles because, “mummy already 
has a playdate with a symphony of anti¬ 
depressants”. 

Unexpectedly, Stephanie befriends glamour 
puss Emily and she meets the PR doyenne’s 
husband, Sean (Henry Golding), who refers to 
his high-flying wife as “a beautiful ghost”. 

When Emily calls one afternoon and asks 
Stephanie to pick up Nicky from school while 
she deals with an emergency, Stephanie gladly 
obliges. 

The publicist never returns to collect her son 
and Stephanie alerts the police. 

A Simple Favour ricochets merrily between 
dark personal confessions and energetic verbal 
sparring as Stephanie discovers she didn’t know 
her best buddy at all. 

Feig shows a deft touch behind the camera 
and he elicits winning performances from the 
female leads.

DREAD AND DESIRE 


THE LITTLE STRANGER 
(12A) ★★★★★ 

S pectres of the past lash 
out with horrifying 
consequences in The 
Little Stranger, an 
ambiguous thriller of 
simmering desires set inside a 
crumbling mansion in the 
aftermath of the Second World 
War. 

Adapted from Sarah Waters’s 
gothic novel, director Lenny 
Abrahamson’s picture conjures 
a mood of grim foreboding, 
enriched by Stephen Rennick’s 
haunting orchestral score that 
seems to anticipate the 
whispering breeze and 
creaking floorboards of a 
country pile that has seen far 
better days. 

It is an atmospheric and 
stylish portrait of dysfunctional 
family relationships and class 
warfare that builds tension 
gradually, with occasional 
jump-out-of-seat scares that 
may or may not be the result 
of supernatural phenomena. 

Screenwriter Lucinda Coxon 
retains the ambiguity of 
Waters’s source text, opening 
the central mystery to multiple 
interpretations until a finale 
nudges us sharply in one 
dizzying direction and we land 
in a state of shock with a 


satisfying thud. 

Performances from the 
central quartet - Domhnall 
Gleeson, Ruth Wilson, 
Charlotte Rampling and Will 
Poulter - are as tightly wound 
as the plot, repressing 
emotions behind trembling, 
stiff upper lips for the sake of 
appearances. 

Nervous breakdowns take 
place behind closed doors, not 
in front of the servants. 

Dr Faraday (Gleeson) is 
summoned to Hundreds Hall, 
which is owned by physically 
and mentally scarred soldier 
Roderick Ayres (Poulter), who 


exhibits the symptoms of post- 
traumatic stress disorder. 

Roderick lives in the 
crumbling property with his 
downtrodden sister Caroline 
(Wilson), imperious mother 
Angela (Rampling) and a 
housemaid, Betty (Liv Hill). 

The veteran is convinced 
that a dark force in the house 
means him harm. 

Faraday doesn’t pay 
attention to his patient’s 
delusions and in flashback, the 
medic recalls a visit to 
Hundreds Hall as a 10-year-old 
boy (played by Oliver 
Zetterstrom) when he was 


dazzled by the grandeur of the 
house and rudely broke off a 
wooden acorn from the 
furnishings to take home as a 
souvenir. 

Back in the present, Faraday 
becomes a regular visitor to 
the house and a dutiful 
companion to spinster 
Caroline. 

During a dinner party, a 
young guest is mauled by the 
family’s normally placid 
labrador and soon after, 
Faraday discovers scrawls on a 
wall purportedly left by 
Angela’s dead daughter Susan 
(Tipper Seifert-Cleveland). 

As Angela’s mental state 
unravels, Faraday steps in to 
oversee her treatment and 
clashes with sweetheart 
Caroline about the best course 
of action. 

A Little Stranger is an 
impressive exercise in mood 
and inference, which holds us 
in a steely grip for almost two 
hours. 

Production design traps us 
inside Hundreds Hall with the 
characters, nervously looking 
at the edge of each frame for 
clues to the horror that lurks 
beneath the building’s 
dilapidated facade. 

The true darkness of 
Abrahamson’s film lurks in the 
silences between emotionally 
damaged people.

For Essex duo Death of Guitar Pop ska is a big influence. Singer 
Silky tells Martin Neal how they developed their upbeat sound 


A FTER a “gruelling 
apprenticeship” in 
music that lasted for 
more than a decade, 
Death of Guitar Pop 
frontman Silky decided it was 
time to go back to basics. 

And that meant not only 
returning to his first musical 
love, ska, but also to the 
summer house at the bottom of 
his nan’s garden in Warley, in 
Brentwood, where he wrote 
and rehearsed his very first 
songs. 

The result is that he and 
bandmate Top Kat - another 
Essex boy, from Ongar - have 
developed a sound that’s 
classy, brassy, fun and frisky 
and has grown steadily since 
the formation of DOGP in 2016. 

Though the band comprises 
just the two of them, they 
regularly perform as a nine- 
piece including a full brass 
section and it’s clear these guys 
are taking having fun very 
seriously indeed. 

They became friends when 
Silky (real name Oily Hookings) 
fronted States of Emotion and 
Top Kat (Jonny Hick) was in 
The Tomorrow Men. 

“We were both in bands on 
the Essex circuit, explained 
Silky, “he is a bit younger than 
me so they often supported us 
and we got on really well. 


“When both our bands 
imploded we got together. I 
wanted to do something more 
British and his songwriting has 
a real British style.” 

And so DOGP was born. 

“We took it right back to 
basics,” said Silky. “We went 
into the summer house in my 
grandmother’s garden where I 
first went when I was 
discovering music, and we 
wrote songs and played 
acoustically.” 

Silky had got into and played 
different genres since Two 
Tone first opened his eyes to 
music when he was still at 
infants school but his new, 
back to the future approach 
saw him reignite his love for 
ska. 

“Madness were my first 
musical love,” he said. “I 
remember when I was five my 
dad gave me a copy of Divine 
Madness in VHS and from that 
moment I just wanted to be 
Suggs! 

“It was animated and it was 
fun - it was like watching a 
musical. My younger brothers 
were still in nappies but we’d 
all be together skanking to it. I 
decided there and then that 
that was what I wanted to do.” 

Listen to any of DOGP’s 
debut album 69 Candy Street or 
watch any of their slightly 


south of sensible videos and 
you can see that Madness 
influence burning brightly. 

And as with the Nutty Boys, 
there’s a serious side to 
DOGP’s offbeat approach and 
image. 

“We’re happy to be light¬ 
hearted and to keep it fun but 
we are serious about our 
career,” said Silky. 

“We love songwriting and we 
love performing and we take 
that seriously while having fun 
doing it. What I’m trying to say 
is that we’re professional about 
what we do.” 

DOGP have enjoyed good 
support from the very word go 
but neither Silky nor Top Kat 
have forgotten the years they 
spent learning the ropes with 
their previous bands. 

“I was in my previous band 
for 13 years and it was a 
gruelling apprenticeship,” said 
Silky. “We had a record deal 
but it didn’t work out and we 
lost money at gigs. 

“It’s a rite of passage for any 
aspiring musician but with 
Death of Guitar Pop we have 
been able to taste the fruits of 
our hard labour.” 

One of the lessons they’ve 
learned is that the evolution of 
technology and the shifting 
patterns of making and 
receiving music mean more 


opportunities for bands like 
DOGP. 

“We are trying to keep in 
DIY,” explained Silky. “In this 
day and age you don’t have 
gatekeepers like radio DJs and 
labels to give you a platform. 

“The internet gives us more 
opportunities so we are trying 
to use it to build relationships 
with our fans, and I run the 
record label from my one- 
bedroom flat. 

“We are planning to put out 
an album every year for the 
next ten years - then we’ll see 
how it goes from there. 

“We enjoy having a DIY label 
as much as we enjoy the music 
side of things. It is empowering. 
It is inspiring to us. 

“As I said, in my previous 
band we had a record deal that 
didn’t work out. You’re signing 
over your career to someone 
else and you are not in 
control.” 

The band plan to release 
their second album next year, 
with plans for an online fan 
club and a UK tour - hopefully 
with an Essex gig included - 
coming together. 

They also have a busy 
November coming up too - and 
you can catch them live 
supporting Chainska Brassika 
at The Garage in Islington on 
Saturday, November 10.

INGREDIENTS 

1 large cauliflower (800g); 

1 medium onion, roughly 
sliced (130g); 80ml olive oil; 
25g parsley, roughly 
chopped; lOg mint, roughly 
chopped; lOg tarragon, 
roughly chopped; 

Seeds from Vi medium 
pomegranate (80g); 40g 
pistachio kernels, lightly 
toasted and roughly 
chopped; Itsp ground 
cumin; IVfctbsp lemon juice; 
Salt 

METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven to 
220°C/200°C fan/gas 
mark 7. 

2. Coarsely grate a 
third of the cauliflower 
and set aside in a bowl. 
Break the remaining 
cauliflower into florets, 
roughly 3cm wide, and 


add to a separate bowl 
with cauliflower leaves, 
if you have any, and 
onion. Toss everything 
together with two 
tablespoons of oil and 
a quarter of a teaspoon 
of salt, then spread out 
on a large parchment- 
lined baking tray. Roast 
until cooked through 
and golden-brown 
(about 20 minutes). 
Remove from the oven 
and set aside to cool. 

3. Once cool, put the 
roasted vegetables into 
a large bowl with the 
50ml oil, the grated 
cauliflower and the 
remaining ingredients, 
along with a quarter of 
a teaspoon of salt. 

4. Toss gently, just to 
combine, then transfer 
to a platter and serve. 


Keeping it Simple 

OTAM OTTOLENGHI FI I A MIA I l#FD Ur-. ^

fOTAM OTTOLENGHI 
is taking a very, very 
different tack with his 
latest cookbook - and 
he knows it. 

It's called Simple, and no, he's 
not being ironic. He's the man 
who's taken Middle Eastern 
cooking mainstream in Britain 
and had us knocking the seeds 
out of pomegranates with 
wooden spoons and stocking up 
on ruby jars of spicy harissa - 
and he Imows what we all say 
about him behind his back: Why 
so many ingredients? Who owns 
sumac? What even is black 
garlic? Why so many steps when 
we just want to eat? 

Until fairly recently, simplicity 
just wasn't something the 
Israeli-British chef even 
considered in the 
kitchen. 

"It never crossed my 
mind," Yotam 
confesses, with a 
good-natured laugh. 

"Recipes were always 
things that I cooked 
and made sense to me 
in a particular way; 
those kind of 
requirements 
(simplicity, easiness) 
were not something I was even 
thinking about.” 

Then a few years ago, the 
newspaper he writes a weekly 
column for - requested that he 
put together a series of simple, 
seasonal recipes for a 
supplement. 

Despite "scratching my head 
and thinking, 'Oh gosh, how do I 
do simple?”,' the outcome was a 
success and became something 
of a series. Eventually, 
developing a whole cookbook of 
simple Yotam recipes made 
sense. 

Of course, some things don't 
change. In the introduction, you 
are knowingly urged to invest in 
10 'Ottolenghi' ingredients, 
including rose harissa, black 


ELLA WALKER chats to Jerusalem-born 
chef Yotam Ottolenghi about his latest 
cookbook - which takes quite a step 
away from the usual Ottolenghi vibe 


garlic, tahini and sumac. 

"It is a compromise between 
what is familiar to most cooks, 
and what is the 'Ottolenghi' 
worldview, which is slightly less 
familiar," explains the chef, 49. 

"So we meet somewhere in the 
middle with these recipes.” 

It means that, alongside za'atar, 
barberries and preserved 
lemons, Simple also features 
ingredients the everyday home is 
likely to already stock, like 

potatoes and pasta, 
although he "tried to 
think a little bit 
differently with them" 
What was crucial in 
writing this book was 
SIMPLE figuring out what 

people actually mean 
when they say 'easy' 
or 'simple'. 

"It really does vary 
from one person to 
another and from one 
occasion to another," says Yotam. 

"Something you would 
perceive as simple or easy for a 
weekday, you could push it a 
little bit further on the weekend, 
when you can make slightly 
more effort; that's about time 
and peace of mind." 

It's also a matter of what kind 
of cook you are. For instance: 
"Some people really love to have 
everything made in advance, and 
to just put it together at the very 
last minute, or defrost or warm 
up; while some people are very 
happy to cook fresh and serve it 
straightaway.” 

Yotam himself is a 
combination of two cooks, 
depending on the time of day, 
and the day of the week. 


"As I come home from work, 
which is in the early evening, 
tend to do something that i 
quick. I grab a few things 
from the bottom of the 
fridge, a couple of 
vegetables, then I go to 
the pantry and look for 
packets of pasta or rice 
or chickpeas, 
whatever I've got, and 
put it together quite 
quickly - this is 
weekday cooking," 
he explains. "I've 
got a couple of 
young kids, so 
you can't really 
hang around 
too long before 
you feed them, 
otherwise all hell 
will break loose.” 

But when he has 
friends over on the 
weekend for Sunday lunch, 

"I'd normally think about it 
a little bit more in advance 
and plan and make things 
ahead," he says. 

His husband Karl is 
all about batch cooking 
and stocking the 
freezer with soups, 
stews and casseroles. 

All these types of 
cooks are catered for in 
Simple, with recipes 
labelled accordingly, using the 
acronym: S - short on time, I - 10 
ingredients or less, M - make 
ahead, P - pantry, L - lazy, E - 
easier than you think. 

If all else fails though, Yotam is 
"not a purist" and is happy to 
admit he and his family get take 
aways every now and again.

THINK of me as the scouting 
party in your wine world. The 
person you send into a pub or 
restaurant to check out the 
"vibe" before you decide to 
spend your money there or not. 

This week I've been 
scouting around the latest 
Lidl wine range as their 
autumn Wine Tour will be in 
shops from September 27. 

Many wine retailers now 
run a "WIGIG" theme - a wine 
which is on sale for a limited 
time and "when it's gone it's 
gone". 

Lidl has a few WIGIG tours 
every year and the one coming 
up has an emphasis on regional 
French wines. Here's a small 
selection... 

If you pop along to this small 
corner of my world on a regular 
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basis, you'll know that I love 
my fizz. Jean Truffot 
Cremant de Bourgogne 
(£7.99, 12.5% abv) is 

bubble-tastic. It is a pale 
lemon colour with notes of 
fresh apples, dried apple flakes 
and a flirt with cinnamon. It 
has good acidity, a slight 
mineral finish and long-lasting 
fruit notes. 

Summer might have gone but 
there's always a reason to enjoy a 
lovely pink with memories of 
seasonal fruit. Cote Garrigue 
Rose (£5.99,13% abv) is a 


blush pink and a classic 
blend of grapes from the 
Languedoc - grenache, 
syrah, cinsault, carignan 
and mourvedre. It has a 
nose of strawberries and 
cream with a peachy 
perkiness. It isn't as fruity 
to taste as it is on the 
nose, but it is a pretty 
glass to share with friends. 

I've included Clos des Batuts 
Cahors (£6.99,13% abv) 
mainly to get you thinking 
outside the box. If you enjoy a 
glass of malbec, nine times out of 
10 you'll be drinking one from 
Argentina which has made that 
grape its own. Malbec, however, 
originally hails from France and 
Cahors is its region. This is an 
inky ruby colour, but slightly "see 
through" so it is not full bodied. It 


has a nose of wood, herbs and 
plums and there's a good fruity 
finish with a dash of spice. 

Finally, a white which is one of 
my favourite styles - a Bordeaux 
blanc. Chateau La Peyrere 
Bordeaux Blanc (£5.99, 11% 
abv) is the perfect glass for a 
midweek wind-down (or maybe 
wined down). Sauvignon blanc 
makes up 70% of the blend with 
semilion and muscadelle playing 
a lesser part. Grapefruit, herbs, 
peach and honeysuckle play on 
the nose and there's a good, dry 
finish and a dabble of fruit. 

■ Also in my glass... I couldn't 
resist Scapegrace Gin (RRP 
£40, Majestic, Amazon, 

Ocado) when I saw it is 
produced using water from the 
New Zealand Alps. 


I was there earlier in the year 
- oh how that time has flown. 

Scapegrace is distilled with 
these botanicals - cloves, 
angelica, orris and liquorice 
roots, orange and lemon peel, 
coriander, nutmeg, juniper, 
cardamom, cassia bark, cinnamon 
sticks and dried tangerine. Phew. 

Juniper aromas lead from the 
front, with a hint of cloves and a 
peep of liquorice; then it's citrus 
all the way. It is soft to taste, 

J rounded and warming. 

W Scapegrace recommend you 
j pour over ice, top with tonic 
J and garnish with an orange 

■ wheel and a sprig of thyme.

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"ONE of the beauties of this dish lies in the exciting 
contrast between the hot, juicy tomatoes and 
fridge-cold yoghurt, so make sure the tomatoes are 
straight out of the oven and the yoghurt is straight 
out of the fridge,” says, Yotam. 

"The heat of the tomatoes will make the cold 
yoghurt melt, invitingly, so plenty of crusty sourdough 
or focaccia, to mop it all up with, is a must alongside." 




HOT CHARRED CHERRY TOMATOES 


WITH COLD YOGHURT 


INGREDIENTS 

350g cherry tomatoes 
3 tbsp olive oil 
3 /4tsp cumin seeds 
fctsp light brown sugar 
3 garlic cloves, finely sliced 
3 thyme sprigs 

5g fresh oregano (3 sprigs left 
whole and the rest picked, to 
serve) 

1 lemon halved (finely shave the 
skin of one half to get 3 strips, and 
finely grate the other half to get 
Itsp zest) 

350g extra thick Greek-style 
yoghurt (such as Total), fridge-cold 
Itsp Urfa chilli flakes (ortetsp 
regular chilli flakes) 

Flaked sea salt and black pepper 

METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven to 
220°C/200°C fan/gas mark 7. 

2. Place the tomatoes in a 
mixing bowl with the olive 
oil, cumin seeds, sugar, 
garlic, thyme, oregano sprigs, 



lemon strips, half a teaspoon 
of flaked salt and a good 
grind of pepper. Mix to 
combine, then transfer to a 
baking tray just large enough 
to fit all the tomatoes 
together snugly. Roast for 20 
minutes, until the tomatoes 
are beginning to blister and 
the liquid is bubbling. Turn 
the oven to the grill setting 
and grill for six to eight 


(SERVES 4 AS A STARTER 


minutes, until the tomatoes 
start to blacken on top. 

3. 3. While the tomatoes are 
roasting, combine the 
yoghurt with the grated 
lemon zest and a quarter of a 
teaspoon of flaked salt. Keep 
in the fridge until ready to 
serve. 

4. 4. Once the tomatoes are 
ready, spread the chilled 
yoghurt on a platter (with a 
lip) or in a wide, shallow 
bowl, creating a dip in it with 
the back of a spoon. Spoon 
over the hot tomatoes, along 
with their juices, lemon skin, 
garlic and herbs, and finish 
with the picked oregano and 
chilli flakes. Serve at once, 
with some bread. 


"FRIANDS are the light, moist almond cakes popular in 
Australia, New Zealand and France," says Yotam. 

"Traditionally they're small cakes, but here I tip the 
batter into a baking dish and cook it whole. 

"You can make the batter well in advance here, if 
you want to get ahead - it keeps well in the fridge 
up to a day ahead - but don't macerate the fruit for 
this amount of time as it will become too juicy. 

"Serve with custard, vanilla ice cream or cream. 

The fruit can be played around with, depending on 
the season," he adds. "Raspberries and peaches can 
be used in the early summer months, for example.”

METHOD 

1. Place the blackberries and 
plums in a bowl with the 
vanilla extract, sugar, bay 
leaves and half a teaspoon of 
cinnamon. Set aside for 30 
minutes. Don't be tempted 
to leave them sitting around 
for longer than this, as the 
fruit will become too juicy. 

2. Preheat the oven to 


210°C/190°C fan/gas mark 6. 
3. Mix the flour, icing sugar, 
ground almonds, the 
remaining half a teaspoon 
cinnamon and salt in a 


separate large bowl. Set 
aside. 

4. Lightly whisk the egg 
whites by hand for 30 
seconds, so they just 
start to froth. Stir into 
the flour mixture, along 
with the melted butter, 
until combined. 

5. Tip the batter into a 
20 x 30cm parchment- 
lined baking dish and 
top evenly with the 
fruit and juices. Bake 
for 40 minutes, 
covering the dish with 

foil for the final 10 minutes, 
until the batter is golden- 
brown and the fruit is 
bubbling. Set aside for 10 
minutes before serving.

KATIE WRIGHT FINDS OUT WHAT 
POLLUTANTS ARE DOING TO 
OUR LOCKS, AND HOW TO 
FIGHT THE INVISIBLE FOE 


U RBAN living - it's 
not without 
challenges is it? 

When days start 
with a crammed 
commute, lunchtimes are 
non-existent and your 
so-called nine-to-five-job is 
more like seven-to-11, it can 
be hard to keep your stress 
levels in check. 

And that's only the 
palpable problems - 
don't forget that 
pollution lurking 
in the air is 
causing lung 
problems and 
early deaths, 
according to 
the World 
Health 
Organisation 
(WHO). 

What's this ' 
got to do with beauty? Well, 
it turns out that pollution 
may be the cause of bad hair 
days, as well as poor health. 

It's not just big cities that 
are affected, either. 

A recent WHO report 
found that 30 places in the 
UK exceeded a crucial 10 
micrograms of pollutants 
per cubic metre measure, 
with Scunthorpe showing 
the highest levels, and

Gillingham, Carlisle and 
Chepstow coming in the top 
10, alongside larger cities 
like Manchester, Leeds and 
Liverpool. 

"If you live in a city and 
your hair is feeling dull and 
dry, or you've developed an 
itchy scalp, then pollution 
could be to blame," says 
Nick Irwin, global 
development director of 
Muk haircare. 

"In the same way 
pollution can 
affect the skin, it 
affects the hair. 
Depleting the 
body of certain 
nutrients can 
affect hair 
growth and 
condition, 
plus, with 
pollutants 
literally sitting on the hair, it 
can look dull and dry." 

"Air pollution can 
significantly damage your 
hair in a number of ways,” 
explains Betsy Patel, chemist 
from Living Proof. 

"Exposure to air pollution 
can damage the proteins in 
hair, making it more 
susceptible to breakage and 
further damage. Oil droplets 
and solid particles can 
adhere to your hair, so the 


result - in some instances 
- is that your hair can feel 
noticeably rougher." 

So, what can be done to 
prevent the effects of 
pollution - aside from 
relocating to a rural idyll? 

"Washing your hair 
regularly will wash off the 
pollutants on your hair, so 
make sure you use a 
shampoo and conditioner 
for your hair type,” 

Nick advises.

"Cleansing your hair 
properly is so important,” 
Betsy agrees. 

"You don't want to wash 
your hair too frequently, 
because this can strip your 
hair of its natural oils and 
further perpetuate that 
damage, but you do want to 
be able to remove all of the 
small particles and oil 
droplets.” 

As a preventative measure, 
look for masks or styling 


products with "restorative 
benefits that can help reseal 
the cuticle and strengthen 
the cortex” Betsy advises. 

To treat an itchy scalp, 
choose a shampoo with 
soothing and clarifying 
ingredients, such as charcoal 
or echinacea.

I T'S a view that could inspire 
the artist Damien Hirst and 
put a spring in the step of 
triple jumper Jonathan 
Edwards. 

But more of those two later... 
We were staying on the fourth 
floor of Granville Point, an 
imposing, castellated former 
Victorian hotel in the centre of 
Ilfracombe. 

The views from our 
apartment, called Ocean 
Breeze, stretched far and wide, 
from the town's seafront across 
the Bristol Channel to south 
Wales. We had a balcony off the 
stylishly furnished lounge/ 
kitchen/diner and an even 
bigger one off the spacious 
double bedroom. 

And as we were holidaying in 
Devon during this year's 
heatwave we were blessed with 
some stunning sunsets as we sat 
there, glass in hand. 

Granville Point is on a quiet 
road so there was nothing to 
disturb the sound of seagulls 
squalling and waves rolling in, 
seemingly beneath our feet. 

The twin bedroom had a 
Juliet balcony, the door to 
which we kept locked in 
case our two children 
couldn't control their inner 
dingbats. 

We were just a hop, skip 
and jump away from 
Ilfracombe's seafront gardens 
where we were surprised to find 
a tribute to Jonathan Edwards. 

The Olympic gold medal¬ 
winning triple jumper moved to 
the town in 1976, when he was 
10, and stayed there for 11 years. 

Commemorating his 
23-year-old world record, 
mosaic circles with bronze 
prints of Jonathan's feet mark 
the points for each stage of the 
18.29m leap. 

Of course, I had to see if I 
could better the mark, but it 
turned out to be more of a hop, 
hop, hop, skip, skip... collapse. 

The gardens are also home to 
Ilfracombe Museum, described

a gloriously sunny week in Ilfracombe 


as "a cross between an 
Edwardian collector's study and 
your granny's attic'! 

A shrunken head and rows of 
pickled bats are just two of the 
many curios in this fascinating 
place. Our daughter was excited 
to hold a mammoth's tooth, while 
we had to drag our son away from 
the ship to shore radio station. 

Next to the museum is the 
eye-catching Landmark Theatre, 
known locally as Madonna's bra 
because of its unusual double 
conical design. 

Here, too, is the tourist 
information centre, where I'd

heard visitors could pick up a 
family-friendly 'treasure' trail. 

I had expected it to be free but 
the eight-page leaflet cost a 
surprising £6.99, which I 
reluctantly paid having already 
promised it to my eldest. 

And the trail turned out to be 
a murder mystery based on the 
game Cluedo - cue "what's 
murder, Daddy?',' instantly 
killing the holiday mood. 

It got worse. We spent half an 
hour trying (and failing) to solve 
the first couple of questions and 


gave up completely when 
bamboozled by no. 11... 

"Along the Royal Britannia 
Hotel, deduct the date linked to 
W. Willis from the date relating 
to The Bath House and add the 
date found near a drawing by G 
Rowe,” it read. 

And this was supposed to be 
for "ages six upwards”! Still, at 
least the trail took us to some 
more of the town's sights. 

The walk to the top of 
Capstone Hill was well worth 
the effort. From there we could 
really appreciate our 
apartment's prominent 
position. Here, too, we found a 
statue in memory of a 14-year- 
old Russian student who fell to 
her death from a cliff just along 
the coast in 2000. 

The trail also led us up 
Lantern Hill, where a small 
chapel overlooking the quay 
doubles up as the UK's oldest 
working lighthouse. 

Such tradional scenes 
contrast starkly with another 
of the town's attractions a 
striking sculpture by 
controversial artist Damien 
Hirst. 

'Verity' is a bronze work of a 
pregnant woman. She stands on 
a base of scattered legal books 
and holds a sword and scales. 

A "modern allegory of truth 
and justice',' its sheer scale - at 
over 20m it's the tallest statue in 
Britain - is what grabs the 
attention. But what keeps your 
attention is that an anatomical 
cross-section of her head and 
torso reveal her skull and a 
foetus inside her womb. 

Perhaps not what you would 
expect to find in a traditional 
English seaside town, and it 
certainly divides opinion -

much to Hirst's pleasure, I'm sure. 

While admiring the statue, I 
discovered there's a finite amount 
of time you can spend talking 
about modern art to children. 

Inevitably, the question "can we 
go to the beach now?" rears its 
head and that, indeed, is where 
we spent the majority of our week. 

There's a small, sandy stretch at 
Ilfracombe's harbour, where you 
can paddle when the tide is in. 

But if you really want to let your 
kids off the leash, the three-mile 
long beach at Woolacombe is only 
a ten-minute drive away. 

The equally attractive beaches 
at Croyde and Saunton are also 
within easy reach. 

Back in Ilfracombe, the pebbly 
Tunnels Beaches are the town's 
top visitor attraction. Victorian 
entrepreneurs employed Welsh 
miners to carve out the tunnels 
through a hillside to enable access 
to the rugged coastline. 

Tidal swimming pools were 
created (one for gents, one for 
ladies) and Ilfracombe grew from 
a tiny village to a bustling resort. 

The Ladies' Pool is still there, 
visible for three hours before and 
after every low tide. 

There are fascinating information 
boards throughout the tunnels, 
including some guides to Victorian 
era bathing etiquette. A newspaper 
report from 1859 remarks that two 
men who intruded into the Ladies 
Pool would be "outed from civilised 
society'! 

I wonder what the paper would 
have written about the nude 
swimmer we spotted from our 
balcony. 

How times have changed!

C ynics who claim that the growing 
band of Sports Utility Vehicles with 
permanent four-wheel-drive are an 
unnecessary evil on our roads 
because normal two-wheel models 
are quite adequate have been proved wrong. 

The newly facelifted Jeep Cherokee, which 
is due in showrooms here in January but 
only available with 4WD - which is a 
sensible move judging by the experience 
with a 2WD version on the recent media 
launch in Sicily where it became stuck on 
the test route! 

Driving with a colleague on a unmade, 
cliff-top road through a light sandy covered 
surface, the 2WD quickly lost traction to sink 
in the foot of sand and it needed a rusty old 
Fiat tractor to come along to pull it out as 
colleagues in 4WD models blithely sailed by 
unaffected. The incident only re-emphasised 
the benefit of 4WD in SUVS in such 
comparatively mild road circumstances and 
with no 2WD models coming to the UK it 
will probably save a few potential red faces 
at Fiat (now owners of Jeep) as it will 
become stuck being driven across some 
mildly muddy English countryside. 

This is the fifth generation Jeep Cherokee 
and will arrive here with a facelift that 
includes a much more stylish looking front 
end with large LED square-shaped 



headlights and other more subtle changes, a 
welcome improvement over the outgoing 
model. 

Jeep claim the suspension has been 
tweaked to give a more comfortable on-road 
ride, which is true out on the motorway 
although it remains a little wallow-like on 
the more uneven and bumpy, twist country 
roads. 

Overall the ride is certainly better and this 
model feels far more stable at speed than 
previously and it comes with the same nine- 
speed automatic gearbox used in the 
previous version which is good because it 
delivers a decent enough smooth up and 
down gearshift left in full automatic mode. 

The UK will only have one engine available 
in this latest Cherokee which is a 2.2-litre 
Multijet turbo diesel with 192bhp and 
450Nm of torque which is pleasing enough 


for the size and weight of the vehicle with 
Jeep claiming it will achieve 46.3mpg, 
although on the launch test it’s best was 
36.7mpg on the 4WD version. 

This latest edition does have a host of 
standard safety features on board such as 
forward collision warning, rear crosspath 
detection, lane departure warning , blind 
spot monitors, rear view camera, adaptive 
cruise control and eight airbags. 

Inside equipment levels have also been 
upgraded and these include an 8.4-inch 
infotainment touch screen complete with 
Apple CarPlay, Android Auto along with a 
revised menu which is easy to us and 
includes some shortcuts too. 

The interior finish has also been improved 
with more comfortable seats giving better 
lumbar support and there’s again decent 
rear seat head and leg room while the cabin 
itself still has plenty of rough plastic edges 
and trim and perhaps not quite up to some 
of its European made rivals in this respect. 

Final details of exact trim levels and, 
crucially, pricing for the UK models coming 
over from its Illinois factory in the USA have 
yet to be decided, only that they will all be 
4WD. 

Pricing is expected to be between the 
£40,000 and £45,000 mark with this first 
drive model expected to be nearer the top 


end price mark. 

This new Jeep Cherokee is certainly an 
improvement over the outgoing model in 
many respects but it’s up against some really 
stiff opposition in the UK market with the 
likes of the more premium feeling BMW X3. 

Jeep is an iconic model and in recent 
times since its takeover by the Fiat group 
(after Chrysler went bust) their models have 
continued to slowly improve both in styling 
and content. 

This Cherokee should continue that 
advance because in 4WD it’s more than a 
competent competitor in the medium sized 
SUV sector - just don’t try and specially 
import a 2WD model!

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ROAD TEST: Toyota C-HR Dynamic Hybrid by Edward Stephens 


FUTURISTIC HYBRID 


I f hybrids are the future for 
motoring, as some pundits 
predict, it’s only fitting that 
cars using the hybrid system 
should look futuristic too. And 
they don’t come much more 
futuristic than Toyota’s C-HR. 

In a world of look-alike cars this 
dramatic looking crossover dares to 
be different. 

With its muscular appearance, 
tall stance, swept back headlights, 
radically flared wheel arches, 
futuristic creases in the metal and 
high set rear lights this is a car to 
get you noticed in. 

At first glance it’s easy to take it 
for a coupe thanks to the cleverly 
concealed handles in the rear 
doors but the C-HR (it stand for 
Coupe High-Rider) is a full five- 
door model with a generous 
amount of interior space for a car 
of its size. 

Get behind the wheel and while 
one of the two dials facing you is a 
conventional speedometer the rev 
counter has been replaced by a dial 
which reads charge, eco and 
power. 

It’s a dial which not only tells you 
what’s going on under the bonnet 
but helps you keep fuel 



consumption to a minimum. And 
for the best results the idea is to 
keep the needle in the charge or 
eco bands. 

And to be fair it’s quite easy to do 
with the C-HR, which is why the 
car is so economical. 

In fact at one stage I seriously 
wondered if the fuel gauge was 
broken because the needle didn’t 
move off the full mark for the first 
three days of driving the C-HR, 
which is probably not surprising 
for a car with a claimed average 
consumption of more than 72 
miles per gallon. 

It’s surprising when driving 
around town just how often the car 



is powered - in silence - by the 
electric motor alone. When you 
really need the power the petrol 
engine cuts in instantly, and while 
you can hear it this is still a very 
quiet car. 

And while it’s never going to win 
any burn up at the traffic lights it’s 
not lacking in performance either 
when the needle goes into the 
power zone. 

The ride too is impressive, with a 
suspension firm enough to provide 
good cornering ability but supple 
enough to ensure comfort for all on 
board. 

Standard features on the 



Dynamic model tested here 
includes a rear view camera, front 
and rear parking sensors, Park 
Assist, satellite navigation, dual 
zone air conditioning and keyless 
entry. 

Full leather seating - with heated 
front seats - was included as part 
of a £1,595 premium pack. 

In the centre of the dashboard 
sits an eight-inch iPad-like touch 
screen to access the car’s 
infotainment functions and 
satellite navigation. 


And while the interior is 
predominantly black a vivid blue 
strip stretches across the 
dashboard and onto the two front 
doors to add a touch of colour. The 
C-HR has a decent sized boot too - 
offering 377 litres of space with the 
rear seatbacks in place - so it’s just 
as suitable for the family motorist 
as the unattached single one. 
Whatever your marital status you 
can be sure your neighbours won’t 
miss it when you park a C-HR on 
your drive.

FIRST DRIVE: Mazda MX-5 byChris Russon 

HX-5'S POWER BOOST 



A power hike for the 
Mazda MX-5 has 
transformed the 
world’s favourite 
roadster. 

With an uprated 2.0-litre 
SKYACTIV engine free- 
rewing all the way to 
7,500rpm and producing 
184ps, the latest MX-5 is the 
quickest yet. 

Nought to 60mph now 
takes just 6.5 seconds for the 
manual convertible and 
that’s an improvement of 0.8 
seconds over the previous 
160ps engine. 

The hard top RF model is 
not that far behind and now 
rated at 6.8 seconds - 0.6 of 
a second quicker. 

Those figures may sound 
inconsequential but explore 
the upper limits of the rev 
range and the car flies 
through the gears with 700 
more revs to play with before 
the red line. 

It makes the latest MX-5 


even more fun to drive and 
the more powerful engine is 
just one of a number of 
changes. There’s also some 
tuning to the exhaust note to 


enhance the open top 
experience, telescopic 
adjustment has been added 
to the steering wheel to 
improve driver comfort, 


some extra safety features 
and a new range topping GT 
Sport Nav+ model. 

Prices are unchanged for 
the entry level 1.5-litre 
models starting at £18,995 
for the convertible and 
£22,595 for the RF while the 
2.0-litre cars cost a few 
hundred pounds more and 
now come in at £22,295 for 
SE-L Nav+ convertibles and 
£24,095 for the RF fastback 
with its folding metal roof. 

Automatics carry a £1,200 
premium and are available 
only the two top grades. In 
GT Sport Nav+ trim the MX- 
5 comes fully loaded for 
£25,795 for the roadster and 
£29,195 for the RF and we 
have just tried out both. 
Adaptive LED headlamps, 
blind spot monitors and rear 
cross traffic alerts are 
standard on the new GT 
models while lane departure 
warning, traffic sign 
recognition, driver fatigue 


sensors and emergency 
braking systems front and 
rear are fitted on all but the 
basic MX-5s. 

What impresses about the 
new 2.0-litre engine is not 
just its easy revving 
performance but also its fuel 
economy which on both 
models exceeded the official 
figures by some margin. 

Stop/start is now standard 
on the 2.0-litre yet our runs 
covered hundreds of miles 
through the countryside and 
saw an average of 44 to the 
gallon for the slightly heavier 
RF and 45.9mpg for the 
roadster recorded on the trip 
computer. 

Officially both are rated at 
40.9mpg with emissions of 
156g/km. Top speeds are 
also increased marginally to 
136 and 137mph respectively 
but it is in the higher 
echelons of the rev band 
where the new MX-5 comes 
into its own. 


As such the MX-5 is even 
more engaging than before 
and even the 1.5-litre has 
received a small power boost 
up to 132ps, although its 
performance is unaltered. 
Mazda is making no major 
changes to the looks of the 
MX-5 and - with the 
exception of a gloss black 
rear spoiler on the GT Sport 
Nav+ - it keeps all its good 
looks from the previous 
models launched back in 
2015 for the roadster and 
2017 for the RF. 

With more than a million 
MX-5s sold since it first 
appeared back in the 1980s 
the car has become the top 
selling roadster in the world 
- and more than 100,000 of 
those have been in Britain. 

The fourth generation car 
cut new territory with its 
angular shapes and pound 
for pound is still a great two 
seater, now with a little more 
oomph.

RUNAWAY SUCCESS 



T he Dacia Duster is a 
car which can leave 
many people 
scratching their 
heads as to why it is 
so attractive. 

Why? Well, the price is one 
obvious answer and the 
quality of the product is 
another. 

How do we know this? 

Well, Dacia has sold more 
than 120,000 cars in the UK 
since launching five years 
ago. 

A runaway sales success, 
relatively, the second 
generation of the Romanian 
built SUV/crossover, is, to 
coin a phrase, exactly the 
same, but different. First 
unveiled at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show, September 
2017 it features upgraded 
styling, not looking radically 
different, but not one body 
panel is carried over from 
the previous car. 

With a complete makeover 
to the interior as well, the car 
still retains the dimensions 
of the previous model. 

It also retains the the crazy 
price range, or 'shockingly 
affordable', as the firm likes 
to say, starting at with entry- 
level Access at £9,995. 


It is pretty basically 
equipped for that price and 
you will need to supply your 
own radio, while sat nav is 
not available on the base 
model but it includes front 
and side airbags, electric 
front windows, roof bars, 
electric front windows and 
steering wheel height 
adjustment, assisted braking, 
stability and traction control, 
gearshift indicator and ECO 
mode to conserve fuel. 

The Comfort trim driven 
here and the range-topping 
Prestige boast excellent 
levels of equipment, some 
you would normally expect 
in an executive model and a 


whole raft of safety features. 

Choose four-wheel drive 
and it becomes a capable 
offroader, with its high 
ground clearance, hill 
descent control and start up 
assist. 

Despite looking broadly 
the same, look more closely 
and you can see the changes. 
It has a more robust, 
muscular look, withl6-inch 
wheels with black 
honeycomb-style wing arch 
trims which are a new 
innovation, satin chrome 
door mirrorr and front and 
rear skid plates, all of which 
reinforce the SUV profile. 

There is a new bonnet with 


wider grille encompassing 
light clusters with daytime 
running lights. The rear 
lighting signature - four red 
stacked squares - is not 
unlike the equally eye¬ 
catching Jeep rear light 
cluster.

There is a choice of 1.6 SCe 
petrol on this model or a 1.5- 
litre dCI diesel and both are 
sourced from parent firm 
Renault. 


The 1.6-litre delivers 
115bhp and is mated to a 
five-speed gearbox. Sports 
performance not a chance, 
but enough for most needs 
when you drive an SUV/ 
crossover. 

Economy of 43.5mpg 
officially claimed is not a 
million miles off the real 
world and it is cheap to 
insure. 

Then there’s the price. At 
just over £13,000 for this 
model, this really is quite a 
package and is available with 
all wheel drive.

Chapman: ‘We got 
what we deserved’ 

Hawks slumps to fifth home loss on the bounce 


HARLOW Town manager Danny 
Chapman insists it isn’t all doom 
and gloom at the club despite 
dropping to second from bottom 
in the Bostik League Premier 
Division table, after a 2-1 defeat at 
the hands of fellow strugglers Cor¬ 
inthian Casuals.

Desire 

“I said to the players I can take a 
bad performance but I can’t take a 
lack of desire. We weren’t at the 
pace we needed to be at and the 
quality wasn’t there. 

“It was a bad performance and 
we got what we deserved. We’ve 
got two weeks now to sort it out. 

“We need to work on our con¬ 


sistency levels. 

“The players don’t really under¬ 
stand what is required of them at 
this level - we’ve got a very young 
side. 

“We’re trying to build a new 
team and it won’t happen 
overnight. 

“No one makes mistakes on 
purpose, but you’ve got to learn 
from those mistakes. If you make 
mistakes you will get punished. 

“We’ll regroup and look to get 
three points in our next game. 

“We’ll try as hard as we pos¬ 
sibly can to win matches. It may 
feel like doom and gloom at the 
club, but I don’t feel like that. 
We’ll keep going. 

“If I didn’t believe in this club 
and the players then it would be 
time for something different.”
